In  reply  to  your  minute  from  Cape  Town,  dated  21st  Jiuie 
last,  enclosing  an  application  from  traders  in  the  Mount  Frere 
District  for  titles  to  their  trading  stations  in  communally 
occupied  locations,  the  policy  of  not  granting  traders  greater 
rights  in  respect  of  the  occupation  of  their  station  sites  than 
those  given  to  Natives  in  respect  of  land  occupied  by  them  is  in 
my  opinion  a  sound  one,  and  very  strong  grounds  for  its  being 
departed  from  are  necessary  to  justify  any  change. 

From  an  administrative  point  of  view  it  would  undoubtedly 
be  a  great  advantage  if  every  trading  station  were  surveyed  and 
its  limits  and  extent  finally  determined. 

Permission  to  occupy  land,  the  extent  of  which  is  in  most  cases 
only  approximately  guessed  at  have  been  granted  with  the  result 
that  when  any  question  arises  as  to  the  limits  and  extent  of  land 
occupied,  it  is  frequently  found  that  more  than  the  extent 
specified  in  the  permission  to  occupy  is  being  used.  There  is 
difficulty  in  deciding  whether  the  occupation  is  bona  Jide  and  the 
extent  of  the  land  occupied  was  inaccurately  estimated  when 
permission  was  applied  for,  or  whether  there  have  been  exten- 
sions since  the  permission  was  granted. 
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The  practice  appears  to  have  been  to  grant  permissions  for 
estimated  extents  witliont  any  sto]>s  beinij-  taken  to  definitely 
mark  off  on  the  groimd  the  limits  or  the  land  to  be  occupied. 
Snrvev  would  finally  settle  these  .questions  and  the  constant  dis- 
putes now  arising  would  be  obviated. 

Before  any  action  is  taken  in  this  direction  the  Natives  con- 
cerned should  be  consulted.  It  would  not  be  fair  to  them  to 
proceed  to  grant  titles  to  traders  without  giving  the  Natives  in 
the  location  affected  an  opportunity  of  expressing  their  views. 

1  suggest  that  the  matter  be  submitted  to  District  Coimcils  in 
areas  under  the  Transkeian  Territories  (ieneral  Council  and  the 
Pondoland  General  Council  and  that  in  Eastern  Pondoland  the 
views  of  the  Paramount  Chief  and  his  Council  be  ascertained. 

In  doing  so,  the  advantage  of  having  limits  of  trading  sites 
finally  fixed  by  survey  would  be  pointed  out  and  it  would  be 
made  clear  that  the  intention  is  not  to  take  over  any  more  land 
•but  simply  to  alter  the  tenui-e  on  uhich  these  stations  are  held.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Native  Affairs  to  in- 
form you  that  Mr.  J.  G.  King,  M.Lj\..,  has  handed  to  the 
Government  an  application  signed  by  yourself  and  other  Traders 
in  the  District  of  Momit  Frere  asking  for  the  issue  of  titles  in 
respect  of  the  trading  station  in  that  Distiict. 

In  reply  to  that  application  1  am  to  state  that  prior  to  Union 
the  late  Cape  Government  laid  down  the  policy  that  in  Native 
Locations  in  the  Colony  no  gieater  rights  in  respect  of  the 
ownership  of  land  should  be  given  to  Europeans  than  the  Natives 
themselves  could  obtain,  that  is  to  say  that  grants  under  title 
should  only  be  issued  when  a  location  was  suiveyed  for  individual 
tenure.  \ 
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And,  under  this  policy  as  you  are  aware,  only  "  permissions  to 
occupy  "  were  issued  in  respect  of  Trading  Stations  within 
communallv  occupied  locations. 

The  principle  embodied  in  that  policy  was  confirmed  by  the 
late  Cape  Legislature  by  the  terms  of  the  Trading  Stations  Act, 
1909,  and  this  enactment  is  still  on  the  Statute  Book. 

Subsequent  to  Union  the  Government  in  the  administration  of 
Native  Affaiis  have  endeavoured  to  observe  especially  in  the 
Transkeian  Territories  where  the  Governor-Generid  has  legis- 
lative powers,  principles  laid  down  in  legislation  bv  the  late 
Colonial  Parliament  and  the  Government  therefore  laesitate  to 
advise  the  Governor-Geneval  to  depart  from  those  principles 
without  a  mandate  from  Parliament,  that  is  to  say,  either  by  an 
Act  lepealing  the  Tra'ding  Stations  Act  or  by  a  Resolution  after 
the  status  of  the  Trading  Stations  in  the  Transkei  have  received 
full  consideration  by  a  Select  Committee. 

At  the  moment  the  (government  do  not  find  it  practicable  at 
this  late  stage  of  the  Session  to  consider  whether  they  should 
adopt  either  of  these  means  to  obtain  a  lead  from  Parliament 
but  the  application  will  be  considered  during  the  recess  and  if 
either  be  adopted  to  take  necessary  steps  next  Session  should  a 
convenient  o])portunity  arise.

Dear  Mr.  King, 

I  return  the  letter  addressed  to  you  by  Mr.  \V.  P.  Yates  in 
connection  with  the  survey  of  trading  sites  in  Mount  Frere  and 
have  retained  the  petition. 

The  position  is  that  prior  to  Union  the  Cape  Government  laid 
down  the  policy  that  no  greater  rights  to  land  should  be  granted 
to  Europeans  in  the  Native  Locations  in  the  Transkeian 
Territories  than  the  rights  granted  to  Natives  of  the  Locations. 

This  policy  was  affirmed  by  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Assembly  and  was  crystallised  by  Act  No.  30  of  1909  which 
only  allowed  the  (xovernment  to  issue  "  Certificates  of  Occupa- 
tion." 

Now,  although  the  Governor-General  has  full  power  to 
legislate  in  regard  to  the  Transkei  the  Government  hesitates  to 
ask  him  to  exercise  those  powers  when  by  doing  so  the  result 
would  be  in  direct  conflict  with  a  principle  laid  down  in  an  Act 
of  Parliament — unless  a  lead  were  first  given  by  Parliament 
itself,  say  by  a  Resolution. 

[S.C.   12-'i3.] 
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I  personally  favour  the  actual  survey  and  grant  of  trading 
stations  under  titles  but  my  difficulty  in  recommending  this  to 
the  Government  is  as  above  indicated. 

I  had  hoped  to  get  this  matter  before  the  Select  Committee  on 
Native  Affairs  but  a  suitable  opportunity  has  up  to  the  present 
been  lacking  and  I  fear  it  is  too  late  to  do  anything  this  Session. 

But  1  will  take  up  the  matter  during  the  recess.

Sir, — We,  the  midersigned  Traders  in  the  district  of  Mount 
Frere,  have  the  honour  herewith  to  apply  to  Titles  to  the 
Trading  Stations  now  in  our  occupation.  These  Trading 
Stations  have  been  in  existence  for  a  number  of  years  ;  in  some 
instances  for  20  years  and  over.  Although  considerable  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  past,  more  would  be  accomplished 
if  we  had  security  of  tenure. 

The  Traders  in  the  Lower  Transkei  have  ])een  in  possession 
of  Titles  for  some  time,  and  have  an  advantage  over  Traders  in 
these  parts  owing  to  the  various  Locations  having  been  surveyed. 
If  Traders  are  to  be  kept  waiting  for  Titles  until  a  survey  of  the 
Native  Locations  in  these  parts  takes  place  possibly  the  present 
generation  will  have  passed  out  of  existence.  All  the  Traders' — 
of  this  District — names  are  subscribed  to  this  petition  and  they  bind 
themselves  to  pay  all  the  cost  of  the  necessary  expenses  entailed 
in  the  survey  and  granting  of  Titles.  The  services  of  Messrs. 
Green  and  van  der  Reit  of  Kokstad,  are  now  available  and  the 
survey  could  be  started  at  once. 

We  respectfully  request  your  earnest  consideration  of  this  our 
ap})lication  which,  if  granted,  will  give  satisfaction  to  the 
Traders  who  have  so  long  occupied  these  Stations  with  not  only 
benefit  to  themselves' but  to  the  Natives  with  whom  they  hare 
l)een  dealing.  It  will,  Ave  think,  be  admitted  by  Government  that 
the  Traders  in  this  District  have  always  exercised  their  influence 
for  good  among  the  Natives  and  carried  out  their  duties  honour- 
ably to  the  State.  'J  here  has  never  been  an  insolvency  in  this 
District  which  goes  to  prove  that  the  traders  are  men  of  business 
and  conduct  their  business  in  a  proper  manner,  and  if  Titles  are 
gianted  their  financial  position  will  be  considerably  strengthened. 
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Your  petitioners  request  that  their  just  claims  to  their  stations, 
in  which  considerable  capital  is  invested,  will  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration and  the  titles  granted  before  the  passing  of  the  Native 
Land  Act  now  before  Parliament.
